4, 1927, and excavating work was start- 
ed on Feb. 5, 1927.’ Soon thereafter 
some 400 excavators went on strike 
cause convict labor was used to 
down an old Bridewell wall on the site 
used for the new institution.

Coofyng Sugar. 

At this time of year a cooking edi- 
tor is particularly reminded of the 
fact that sugar cooking has a tech- 
nique all its own, and that this fact 
is not well understood by. those who 
have been making jellies, and jams, 
and want now to make candies and 
perhaps taffy apples. The cooking to 
a point means more in sugar cooking 
than in any other sort, that is, if 
the right point is not reached any- 
body can understand or see that it 
has not been. This is not so obvious 
in other sorts of cooking, though 


is marvelously sensitive to heat, as 
sensitive as milk, the burning of 
which is to us one of the least justi- 
fiable of carelessness in all 
cooke Yet we once knew of a 
young woman who said she left a 
hospital at the earliest possible min- 
ute é@ecause she could not stand the 
burnt milk constantly fed to her. 

We know that in cooking dissolved 
sugar, that what has seemed but a 
slight addition of heat has sent it up 
in the kettle with so much vim that 
even when we have lifted the kettle 
from the fire it boiled over the top. 
But when we have turned up gas— 
the stopcock may have stuck a bit and 
s0 we used more energy than we/in- 
tended—have we made a small addi- 
tion of heat power? No. Consider a 
burner that has eight branches with 
seven holes in each. In this case even 
the slightest move of the stopcock 
has increased the heat in those fifty- 
six spots. : 

In cooking jellies in particular, 
since we start with sugar. dissolved 
in fruit juice, it is just as serious 
a matter to lessen the heat in fifty- 
six spots under the kettle as it may 
be in some other case to increase it, 
and in candy making, too, we may 
prolong the operation greatly by over 
and over lessening the heat under the 
boiling sugar, instead of getting and 
keeping just the heat that will cook 
it continuously and safely at a set 
temperature, even as in boiling of 
other sorts. 

And so we say that you cannot ‘be 
“absent minded” or indifferent for. 
one minute when you are boiling 
sugar. You must be on the ,spot and 
on the job. You will save time and
